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Deposition of Rev. Gustavus 
Tuckerman Causes No 
Surprise Here, 


Episcopal clergymen who knew Rev. 
Gustavus Tuckerman of Boston. for- 
merly of St. Louis, were not surprised 
to learn that he had been excommuni- 
cated and had entered the fold- of 
Unitarianism. The news of Rev. Mr. 
Tuckerman’'s deposition by Right Rev. 
Dr. David H. Greer, Bishop Coadjuter 
of New York, comes in dispatches from 
Boston. The sentence of deposition was 
pronounced by Bishop Greer last Tues- 
day, after Episcopal publication, clergy- 
men and laymen had practically de- 
manded such action. 

“Living Church,’ the 
so-called Catholic party of the 
Episcopal Church in this country, prints 
Saturday an article criticising what was 
considered the failure of the diocesan 
authorities in New York and Boston to 
deprive Mr. Tuckerman of his orders, 
on their own Initiative, and separate 
him from the church. 

Some months ago Mr. Tuckerman left 
his charge as rector of the Church of 
the Holy Faith in New York, and asso- 
clated himself with the Parker Me- 
morial Unitarian Church in Boston. 

It is stated that. almost since his first 
connection with the Episcopal Church 
in the New York § diocese, tev. Mr. 
Tuckerman has rejected the doctrines 
of the Trinity and of the tmmaculate 
nativity of Christ. He franklv admit- 
ted that he could not accept the Epis- 
copal teaching on those points.

When the Census Bureau at Washington an- 
nounces that it will “stand pat”. on the figures 
of the population for 1906 it has ‘estimated for 
St. Louis, all there is left. to say is that the popu- 
lation of St. Louis has no necessary relation in any 
given year to the arithmetic of averages calculated 
in an office on the other side of the United States 
by men who have not been in St. Louis for several 
years.

We will ask the St. Louis Medical 
Society to appoint physicians to speak 
at these meetings; to tell the people of 
tuberculosis, the nature of the disease, 
the danger and sources of infection, 
how to prevent, and how to cure, ete. 
We will illustrate these lectures with 
stereopticon pictures. We will endeavor 
to have music and singing to attract 
the people, and will distribute liter- 
ature to impress the important points 
made by the speakers. 

We ask the assistance of all in this 
great work of freeing our city of con- 
sumption. Our society depends entirely 
on voluntary contributions to carry out 
the work of relief and prevention. We 
need a good stereopticon machine and 
funds for printing literature and adver- 
tising matter for these meetings. We

nurse work, one nurse being unable to 
properly attend our patients, of which 
we have already over one hundred. We 
must start a sanitorium and tent col- 
ony for cases of incipient pulmonary 
tuberculosis, and also where children 
suffering from other forms of tubercu- 
losis can be cared for in tents, and live 
the out-door life which is their only 
hope of cure. 

For this purpose we wish to rent a 
large house with about fifteen acres of 
ground in the country. The rental of 
such a place would be about $1000 a 
year; the furnishings would cost about 
$500. The tents, platform and equip- 
ment from $50 t6 $100 each, and the 
cost of food per patient, five meals daily, 
abotu $l a day. 

In an article in your paper, Sunday, 
Feb. 17, 1907, you told of the way con- 
sumptives are being treated and bene- 
fiied by the “Open-Air Cure” in their 
own homes, and of some others who are 
living in a tent on the roof of the 
Emergency Hospital, Fourteenth and 
O'Fallon streets. Good results can be 
obtained thus, but far better if these 
people lived in the sanitorium we plan. 

It is the duty of all to assist in this 
movement against the “‘White Plague,”’ 
because consumption is not a respector 
of persons. It is the foe of all, and al] 
must fight it.
